LONDON, April 30—Sir John 
Simon, foreign secretary, announ- | 
ced in the house of commons Mon- | 
day, a new note of protest had been | 
despatched by the government in| 
connection with an alleged Japanese | 
breach of the “open door” policy in 
Manchukuo. | 

In answer to Capt. Peter Mav- 
donald, Conservative, Isle of Wight, | 
who inquired if Britain had taken 
any action with other interested | 
countries, particularly the United 
States, regarding the Manchukuoan 
oil monopoly, Sir John said “We 
1ave been in touch with other gov- 
ernments on the matter.” 

Manchukuoan officials recently 
established an absolute monopoly 
of fuel oil distribution despite a 
protest from the British government 
alleging great harm would be done 
to British interests, and a like pro- 
test presented through the United 
States minister at Tokyo. 

The Japanese have chosen to dis- 
regard previous protests, claiming 
the whole matter was a concern of 
the Manchukuo administration 
alone. 

Sir John said the South Man- 
churia Railway Company, which is 
a large shareholder in the Man- 
churian Oil Company, was “well 
known to be controlled by the Jap- 
anese government.”

FRANCO-ITALY 
AIR PACT IS 
BEING RUSHED, 


Fast Pursuit Planes To| 
Keep Germans From | 


“Fort Spying” 


PARIS, April 30—France laid 
plans Monday to negotiate a mili- 
tary air alliance with Italy, dis- 
closing simultancously that 12 fast 
pursuit planes have been assigned 
to patrol duty on the French 
fronticr to keep German aircraft 
from spying upon French forti- 
fications. 

Victor Denain, minister for air, 
announced he was proceeding to 
Rome May 9 or 10 “to negotiate an 
air agreement, approved at the 
Stresa conference, and to lay de- 
finite foundations for one.” 
SIDETRACK NAVY ISSUES 

Meanwhile the French were leav- 
ing the handling of Germany's 
naval rearmament to Britain, al- 
though the naval minister, Francois 
Pietri, left for London yesterday to 
confer with admiralty officials con- 
cerning Hitler's plans to build sub- 
marines. 

To guard the heavily fortified 
frontier from spying foreign air- 
craft, an announcement from Metz 
said six ships capable of 220 miles 
an hour will be stationed there 
and six more at Strasbourg, their 
pilots instructed to pursue any 
plane that flies over the frontier.

BACK TO REALITIES 

Hon. R. B. Hanson, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, at Calgary stressed the idea that 
“hard work” and “thrift” could restore pros- 
perity in Canada. It is a good idea, and by no 
means a new one, As a prescription for the 
betterment of the position of the individual, 
and therefore of the nation, there is nothing 
the matter with the formula. 

Except that it cannot be applied to the 
problem that has to be solved. In the city 
where he propounded the remedy some thous- 
ands of men have spent the winter trying to 
find a chance to work, and have not found it 
yet. In Edmonton a like number have spent 
the winter in the same way, with like results. 
Quite obviously, if men canno§$ earn money 
they cannot save money. “Thrift” means noth- 
ing when there isn't any income. 

If Mr. Hanson will just tell the unemployed 
thousands where they can find work, all but 
a trifling minority of them will “hop to it,” and 
with everybody working there will be sense in 
preaching the gospel of thrift. But what is the 
use telling people to work who have no work 
to do, and delivering homilies on thrift to men 
who haven't any money? 


STOP THE TORTURE 

From Toronto comes news that the 75-year- 
old son of the man who wrote “The Maple Leaf 
Forever” is penniless and living in a charitable 
institution in that city. 

Canada cannot of course single out song 
writers for favored treatment unto succeeding 
generations and guarantee that none of their 
descendents shall be in want when others are. 
But just why in a country so rich in productive 
resources, and stalled in its economic functions 
by the vast amount of real wealth already pro- 
duced, should any man 75 years of age be in 
want? 

There is only one answer; he has not been 
a good enough grabber. If he had sold watered 
stock or illegal whisky or exploited the public 
he would be living in luxury and security. 

Poverty in old age is a penalty that is im- 
posed upon a man—or woman—for not having 
gouged his neighbors; as well as upon the one 
who has wasted his substance in riotous living. 
In most of the provinces the penalty is now 
modified by an old age pension allowance, 
totally inadequate everywhere, and in Alberta 
limited to $20 a month. The amount should be 
doubled and the pension age set at 60 years.

The assertion of that principle is more im- 
portant than the question of what or how much 
the board can do with its present powers. The 
principle accepted that money must be made 
the servant of the nation—and not its master, 
as it has been the world over—the basis is laid 
for the only kind of a “new deal” that is worth 
bothering about. 

There is no hope for real recovery or 
economic security, in Canada or anywhere else, 
on any other basis than that. The crowning 
folly of Canada’s privately-owned Centra] Rank 
is not that it is privately-owned, but that being 
privately-owned there is no power to compel 
its directors to administer credit for these pur- 
poses, while they are under very strong tcmpt- 
ation to administer it otherwise. 


“SOUND” MONEY OR JOBs: 

While Hon. R. B. Hanson was telling unem- 
ployed people in Alberta they should go to 
work and save their wages, his colleague, Sir 
George Perley, was proclaiming at Ottawa that 
it is a “task beyond the power of the people of 
Canada” to provide jobs at wages for those who 
cannot find employment.

When the time 
comes that a country cannot support its people 
on anything better than a subsistence level, that 
country is “through.” 

Canada is not through. There is more work 
in sight, worth doing, than all the unemployed 
men could do in the term of their natural lives. 
As an instance, it would take all the idle men 
in Canada working every day this summer to 
finish the Trans-Canada highway and the 
Jasper highway and extend the Peace River 
railway to Finlay Forks, all enterprises which 
would pay dividends in national wealth from 
the day they were completed. 

Sir George’s statement means nothing more 
serious than that the present Government hasn't 
the courage to set the men at work. That would 
involve breaking with the “sound” money 
superstition that the Government must borrow 
credit to build public works; and this Sir George 
and his associates will not do. 

Canada is not at the end of its resources, 
but the Ministers are. The country is not 
“through” but the borrowing policy is—on the 
evidence of Sir George that an adequate em- 
ployment program cannot be financed on bor- 
rowed money.

From a reader at Eckville comes the sensi- 
ble suggestion that every married couple of 
reproductive age applying for relief should be 
given full instruction in birth control. But he 
doesn’t stop at that. He'd impose the harsh 
penalty of sterilization on all such instructed 
couples who didn’t avail themseives of their 
knowledge while on relief. I can’t go that far 
with him. 

In all these problems created by wealthy 
manipulators of scarce and “sound” money aim- 
ing to add to their personal wealth and keep 
the world in thrall, we who are made to bear 
the burden in heavy civic rates, are apt to be 
concerned over symptoms instead of treating 
the disease. 

It is hard for the man or woman who has 
placed the savings of a lifetime into a home or 
a farm to see it confiscated for taxes while men 
and women on relief are reproducing sixty per 
cent faster than those who are self-supporting. 
But the fault is not with those on relief. It 
cannot be cured by imposing harsh penalties on 
those who obey the most elemental law of life. 
The fault is with those who purposely keep 
money short and dear for their own advantage, 
recking naught of the havoc and distress they 
impose on those who have labor instead of 
money to sell. Unfortunate persons who in- 
vested their savings in property now see it 
burdened with the cost of relief for the havoc 
that “sound money” and its manipulators have 
wrought among the members of the most use- 
ful class of all—the workers. 

It's a pity that this cruelty isn't imposed 
with the knout or by forcible seizure, instead 
of by pious spouters of platitudes and makers 
of constitutions. If it was done by direct 
cruelty and confiscation, people who are now 
dumb and blind would be able to see and act 
directly in return. This high-minded young 
father in Connecticut, willing to sacrifice his 
sex for the education and nurture of his son 
and the social security of his wife is, in his 
ignorance, sacrificing to the god of “souhd 
money.” 


The famous Cunarder Mauretania has made 
her last trip. She, who was queen of the At- 
lantic, has gone to the shipbreakers at Rosyth 
in Scotland. 

She had run on railway schedule time 
across the Atlantic, holding for over twenty 
years the blue ribbon for the fastest passage. 
Always will be remembered, with pride and 
affection, the sleek, great ship with her four 
funnels and her rakish masts. 

She had been a quarter of a century at sea 
—a long time for an ocean queen, when in 1929 
she made her last and best record of 4 days 17 
hours from New York to Plymouth, landfall to 
landfall. The German Bremen took it from 
her and soon the new and greater sister of the 
Mauretania—the Queen Mary—will make the 
crossing in something under four days. 

I was a youth in a Mersey shipyard when the 
Mauretania made her first trip across the Mer- 
sey bar and moored at the Prince's landing 
stage. She was a creature of such magnificence, 
beauty, strength and power that it seems in- 
credible that her career is over. Yet she would 
seem small against the Queen Mary or the new 
French liner Normandie. 

It will cost $400,000 to tear out her magnifi- 
cent fittings, to take down her mighty turbines 
(that once were stripped, causing over a mil- 
lion dollars of damage, when suddenly reversed 
to save a Mersey sailing barge and her crew 
of tv'c from destruction, whose skipper had laid 
her across the Mauretania’s bows without due 
appreciation of the monster's speed), and with 
sledgehammers, cold chisels and acetylene 
torches reduce her to pieces of iron, steel and 
brass. 

She had ridden the waves so long and de- 
fied the Atlantic storms so well she deserved 
a better fate than to go to the shipbreakers. 
They should have manned her with a skeleton 
crew, steamed her out to where the Atlantic is 
bottomless, opened her sea-cocks, and come 
mitted her to the all-embracing sea. 
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Twenty-five professors from Princeton Uni- 
versity met at a tea-party—we'll call it a tea- 
party at any rate—and for a joke someone set 
an intelligence test.

Measured 

By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Man has displayed considerable ingenuity in 
figuring out ways to do things and if one 
method will not work, he tries until he finds 
one that will. A good example of this is seen 
in the method now used to study the heart. 
Because the heart is such a vital organ, nature 
has hidden it within the chest 
and protected it by the ribs; 
it is therefore impossible to 
see it or feel it. Yet in those 
cases where a heart disorder 
has develped, the doctor 
wishes to learn something 
about the way the heart is 
working. In solving this pro- 
blem, the electrocardiograph 
resulted. 

The electrocardiograph is 
an extremely sensitive in- 


Dr. F. McCoy 
strument for measuring galvanic electricity and 


is based on the principle that whenever a 
muscle moves, this creates a small charge of 
electricity. The movement of the heart muscle 
shares this property. By measuring the elec- 
tricity created by the movement of the heart 
muscle during the heart beat, a doctor has a 
way to find out what he wants to know even 
though he can not see the heart. 

The test is given to the patient while he is 
relaxed and the chief muscular movement at 
such a time is the movement of the heart 
muscle. 

You may gain a good idea of the delicacy of 
this instrument when you know that part of it 
is a thread of spun glass, covered with a thin 
gold covering, and the thread is so fine that it 
is about as heavy as a strand from a spider's 
web. By using this extremely small thread and 
by measuring a minute charge of electricity, the 
doctor has a means of telling when a heart is 
normal and when it is diseased. Another im- 
portant thing he can learn is whether the 
irregularity, or palpitation, seen in certain cases 
is due to an actual organic heart disorder or 
whether it is of slight importance, resulting 
from a disturbance of the nerves controlling 
the heart beat. In the latter case, the patient 
can be told that there is nothing wrong with 
the heart, itself. 

The thread in the electocardiograph is 
lighted so as to throw a shadow on a screen. As 
the charge of electricity is created by the 
muscle, the shadow of the thread moves across 
the screen, in such a way as to form a series of 
jerks. A picture is made of these jerks and they 
are recorded. The picture made of a normal 
heart is quite ‘different from that made of a 
diseased heart. The correct interpretation of 
the record made can only be given by a doctor 
experienced in these tests, who understands 
what any given variation or difference from the 
normal, means. 

After the heart action improves through 
suitable treatment, a second test made with the 
electrocardiograph will show the improvement 
which has occurred. The heart tone is better, 
the heart beat steadies down and comes closer 
to normal and the doctor knows that the treat- 
ment is producing good results. | 

The electrocardiogram enables the doctor to 
make a diagnosis and form an opinion regard- 
ing the prognosis. From the diagnosis he knows 
what ‘is wrong; from the prognosis he knows 
what is the outlook for recovery. He is then 
able to answer two of the patient's questions, 
which are: “What is the matter with my heart,” | 
and “Can I get well?” 

The time will come when the electrocardio- 
graph will be used in the diagnosis of every 
heart case, since the exact knowledge it provides | 
is of the greuiest value. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. C. S, asks: “I enjoy your 
column, and want to know what causes a sweet | 
taste in my mouth, an increase in the secretion 
of saliva and a pain in my chest. I will watch 
for the answer in your column.” 

ANSWER: In order to determine what is 
the underlying cause of your symptoms, I would 
have to examine you. The most important 
symptom you mentioned is the pain in your 
chest. I suggest the best plan is to consult your 
doctor. A chest pain may be due to pleurisy, 
bronchitis, strained muscles, intercostal neu- 
ralgia, and other causes, 
depend upon the cause present in your own 
case.

On this date, in 1689, Count 
Frontenac wrote from Quebec to 
the French minister of state, point- 
out “a great abuse which the 
merchants of La Rochelle have 
introduced in their prepayment of 
freight on liquors and merchan- 
dise,” because “the captains and 
the officers of the ships do not 
take the rightful care of their car- 
goes and very often the barrels 
and boxes arrive, in some cases 
broken, in others quite empty, 
while on the voyage the seamen 
are permitted to indulge in de- 
bauches from the stolen liquors. 
This practice is also to be con- 
demned since it makes the cap- 
tains careless of their cargoes. If 
the freight is paid in advance they 
do not care whether their ships 
are captured by pirates and the 
contents cast to the bottom of the 
sea, They have nothing to lose. 
All the loss falls upon the traders 


| here. “We will guarantee the pay-

NEW STANDARDS IN A 
NEW WORLD 


The Europe of our definite 
knowledge is more than a thou- 
sand years old. Canada is hardly 
more than a hundred years old. 

Yet our Dominion government, 
in its action and lethargy with 
regard to the problem of men 
displaced by machines, would 
condemn our people to the same 
standards of living as prevail on 
that decadent, impoverished and 
hate-ridden continent. 

Our national leaders are seem- 
ingly content to relegate to a con- 
dition of slums and subsistence 
the hundreds of thousands who 
have no work now and the tens of 
thousands more who will be sub- 
sequently displaced by the devel- 
opments and adjustments of tech- 
nology.

ope 

Why should it not be superior? 
Why should it not be more then 
superior? 

A thousand years ago Europe 
emerged from the Dark Ages into 
the glories of the Renaissance. 
That was Europe's era of youth 
and promise—a time when the 
wor'd was hers to shape as she 
willed. 

But during those thousand 
years, Europe has settled down 
to a grind and a struggle for 
existence. She is faced with the 
economic problems of a poor and 
sterile earth and the social prob- 
lems of a crowded population. 

With her 550 million people 
crowded into 3,750,000 square 
miles of unproductive land, Eur- 
ope is old 


And the slums and subsistence 
standard to which she has resign- 
ed herself is a natura] eventuality 
of her inevitably downward 
course. 


But Canada, on the other hand, 
is a nation of 10 million people 
living in an area of 3,684,463 
square miles—almost as large as 
all Europe. She has all the miner- 
als known to science in abun- 
dance. She has a wealth of highly 
productive acres. She is the rich- 
est country on earth. 

And Canada is young, with all 
the hope and vigor and promise 
of youth. 

Does the Dominion government 

expect the Canadian nation, in 
the very flower of its virility, to 
meekly accept the practices and 
habits of senility?

We have no quarrel with the 
progress of technology that is so 
rapidly displacing men.

It is the business of 
statesmanship to re-create new 
standards of living. 

This is a fine new world. We 
must build fine new standards to

Now, owing to the ‘act that 
seceding is irom two to three 
weeks behind last year and the 
fact that the U.F.A, members are 
coming in here about June 1, the 
indications are that the election 
will be between July 1 and 11, 


It is not opportune to hold the 
eieciion before seeding is done and 
somewhere between July 1 and 10 
appear the logical dates. The 
Election Act calls for not less than 
80 days and not more than 40 days 
from the issuing of the writ to the 
election, If the U.F.A. gathering 
about June | sets the election date 
and it is immediately announced, 
that would just give between 30 
and 40 days up until July 11.

A League of Nations commission on armaments reports that “arms firms foment war scares, attempt to bribe government officials, disseminate false reports to stimulate 
armament expenditure, influence public opinion against other countries, and organize international armament rings to accentuate the armaments race by playing off one nation 
against another.” These charges never have been refuted. The extent of the world’s armament demand depends on the degree of fear and uncertainty in which the nations can 
be induced to live. In order to increase the sale of arms, munitioneers must promote the fear of war. They have a direct interest in breaking up disarmament conferences.
